NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Injections  of  a  brain  che¬ 
mical  resembling  opium  may  save  the  lives  of 
stroke  victim*  by  letting  the  brain  quickly  shuffle 
information  out  of  damaged  areas  and  into  healthy 
nerve  cells,  a  new  study  with  animals  suggest*. 

According  to  a  report  to  be  published  Thursday 
in  Nature  magazine,  six  of  10  cats  given  the  drug 
survived  massive,  laboratory-induced  strokes;  12 
emu  not  given  the  drug  died  after  similar  strokes. 

Half  a  million  Americans  a  year  suffer  from 
strokes,  in  which  bleeding  or  clotting  disrupU 
blood  flow  to  part  of  the  brain,  and  brain  cells  in 
that  area  die. 

Depending  upon  how  much  of  the  brain  is  lost, 
stroke*  can  be  fatal  or  can  leave  their  victim*  partly 
paralyzed,  unable  to  speak  or  missing  large  pieces 
of  their  memories. 

There  are  no  drugs  now  available  to  limit  the 
damage  from  stroke*,  said  one  of  the  authors  of  the 
new  report,  Nancy  Lee.  a  pharmacologist  at' the 
University  of  California  in  San  Francisco. 

The  chemical,  called  dynorphln,  paradoxically 
does  not  limit  damage  to  the  brain  even  though  it 
alleviates  the  subsequent  lose  of  bodily  functions. 
Ms.  L.c  said. 

She  and  her  colleagues,  including  Yoahio  Hoso- 
buehl,  a  neurosurgeon  at  the  University  of  Califor¬ 
nia,  found  no  change  in  the  size  of  the  damaged 
brain  area  or  in  the  blood  flow  to  the  brain  after 
administration  of  the  drug. 

"U  that's  the  case,  tne  next  line  of  thinking  would 
be  that  ft  allows  the  brain  tn  reorganize  itself  and 


The  brain  can  reorganize  itself,  and  can  salvage 
information.  There  are  case*  when  there  are  a  lot  of 
brain  cell*  dying,  but  yet  the  person  can  function 
normally,'  she  said. 

In  the  experiment  reported  in  Nature,  the  drug 
waa  given  to  the  esU  six  hours  after  surgeons 
blocked  a  major  artery  supplying  blood  to  their 
brains.  The  six-hour  period  was  chosen  carefully. 

"We  figure  that's  about  the  lime  ft  take*  for  the 
patient  to  get  to  the  hospital  and  get  to  intensive 
care  for  the  administering  of  drugs,  said  Ms.  Lee. 

The  researchers  are  so  excited  by  their  finding* 
that  they  are  already  preparing  to  ask  the  U.5. 
Food  and  Drug  Administration  for  permission  to 
try  dynorphln  with  human  being*,  something  that 
could  begin  in  a*  little  aa  a  year.  Ms.  Lee  said. 

"At  this  moment.  If  anybody  has  a  stroke,  all  you 
can  do  is  keep  your  fingers  crossed  —  and  family 
members  pray,  aaid  Ms.  Lee.  "We  now  have  a 
handle  to  understand  how  brains  survive." 

Dynorphln  is  one  of  three  families  of  opium-like 
substance*  that  occur  naturally  in  the  brain.  The 
others  are  called  endorphin*  and  enkephalins,  and 
they  apparently  play  some  role  in  stroke,  as  made 
dear  by  another  ongoing  study.

More  Americans 
pick  sterilization 
over  using  the  pill 

WASHINGTON  <AP)  —  Americans  have  dra¬ 
matically  changed  their  birth  control  practices  in 
recent  years,  with  sterilization  surpassing  the  pill 
to  become  the  moat  common  method  of  contracep¬ 
tion.  state*  a  new  report  baaed  on  government 
statistics. 

"If  male  and  female  sterilization  are  counted  as 
one  method,  then  steril  iation  ranks  first'  among 
birth  control  methods  being  used  by  9.7  million 
couple*,  or  33  percent  of  thoae  using  contraception 
in  1982,  according  to  the  report  “Understanding 
U.S.  Fertility." 

Published  Wednesday  by  the  private  Population 
Reference  Bureau  In  Washington,  the  report  is 
based  on  the  National  Survey  of  Family  Growth 
conducted  by  the  government's  National  Center  for 
Health  Statistics. 

"Contraceptive  practice  has  changed  dramatical¬ 
ly  in  the  U.S.  since  1965,  with  the  rise  and  subse¬ 
quent  decline  of  the  pill  and  the  rise  of  male  and 
especially  female  sterilization."  the  report  states. 

Overall,  the  study  found  that  29.6  million  Amer¬ 
ican  women  were  using  some  form  of  contraception 
in  1982,  56  percent  of  women  in  the  age  group  of  16 
to  44.  which  is  generally  considered  the  childbear¬ 
ing  yean. 

Birth  control  pills  were  the  moat  common  method 
among  women,  with  8.4  million  using  them  com¬ 
pared  with  6.4  million  women  who  had  been  steril¬ 
ized.  But  adding  In  the  more  than  3  million  steril¬ 
ized  males  make*  that  method  more  common  than 
thepill  overall. 

The  study  was  based  on  a  national  survey  of  7.969 
women.  Similar  studies  have  been  done  in  the  past, 
but  comparisons  are  somewhat  limited  because  the 
earlier  reports  concentrated  on  married  women. 
The  new  atudy  looked  at  all  women  in  the  15-44  age 
group  in  order  to  learn  more  about  those  having 
children  outside  of  marriage.
